Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD deals with matters such as crime, cruelty and violence to such a degree, and in such a 
manner, that its availability is likely to be injurious to the public good. Brutally violent street 
fights are watched by cheering crowds communicating an attitude in which the viewer is invited 
to share. The association of alcohol consumption, illicit drug use and popular music further 
glamorises the fighting as a spectacle for entertainment. The DVD trivialises street fighting and 
illegal drug use by presenting them as exhilarating and entertaining activities without adverse 





consequences. 


The DVD therefore has the potential to transmit to its audience not only an open contempt for, 
and flaunting of, the criminal law, but also an attitude that committing criminal activity, and 
inflicting harm on others for the purpose of entertainment and monetary gain, is an exhilarating 
and advantageous and a means to achieve a certain level of notoriety. 

Having considered the Bill of Rights throughout the Office’s application of the statutory criteria 
to this DVD, and having identified the resulting injuries to the public good that the availability of 
this publication is likely to create, it is apparent that injury to the public good is likely to result 
from anyone, regardless of age, viewing this DVD. Although a classification of "objectionable" 
violates the freedom of expression, it is the only classification that reduces the risk presented by 
this publication's availability. For these reasons the publication is classified as objectionable.
